out by the USSR, Seimas right-wing opposition leader said. 


According to Vytautas Landsbergis, the 1992 saw signing of 
the agreements on the withdrawal of the Russian army from the 
Lithuanian territory, and "it seemed that the relations 
between the two states would be really developing on the 
basis of equality". 


However, the hopes were marred by the renewed Moscow’s 
aspirations to dominate. Thus, the issues concerning the 
Russia’s, which declared itself as the successor of the 
former USSR, "obligation" to compensate for the damages 
caused during the occupational period remained unsolved, the 
statement said. 


The statement also noted that other criminal acts committed 
by the USSR authorities in Lithuania included "numerous 


violations of human rights, including cases of genocide": 
killings, violent destruction of material values and way of 
life, "systematic and extreemly inhumane deportations of 


people to the.distant and severe USSR regions".

<B>INTENSIFICAITON OF LITHUANIAN-GERMAN TRADE RELATIONS<D> 


VILNIUS, June 15, ELTA - Germany became one of the most 
important Lithuania’s trade partners in the world. 


According to the trade volumes, Germany is standing second in 
number after Russia, and has the leading position among the 
European Economic Community countries. 


According to the data provided by the Lithuanian Industry and 
Trade Ministry, Lithuania’s exports to Germany amount to 11.5 
per cent of its total production, while imports from Germany 

amount to 13.8 per cent of the total imported production. 


Last year the trade turnover with Germany grew by 44 per cent 
and amounted to 2.2 billion litas or over 12 per cent of the 
total foreign trade turnover. 


If compared with 1993, exports of Lithuanian goods to Germany 
increased by 56.5 per cent last year. Lithuania’s export of 
textile, timber and chemical industry production to Germany 
saw the market increase last year. 


Import of German goods to Lithuania also grew up by 36.2 per 
cent during the period of two recent years.
